In Medicine Hat 
On Arson Charge 


Bending 


The trial of I. Bending com 


menced at a special crintinal: sitting 
of the, Supreme Court in’ Medicine 
Hat last Tuesday morning before 


Chief Justice Simmons. Accused be- 
ing arraigned on two charges, -arson 
and attempting to obtain $2,000 from 
the Patriotic Insurance Co. Ltd. by 
false pretences pleaded not guilty to 
both counts. He also elected to be 
tried by His Lordship.without a jury. 
C. 8. Blanchard appeared for the 
Crown; R. B. Davidson for the de- 
fense. 


The evidence taken was much the 
same as at the preliminary hearing. 
The prosecution claimed that many of 
the articles listed by defendant as be- 
ing lost in the fire at his house on 
April Ist last were found stored 
away in buildings in both Medicine 
Hat and Redeliff. Jas. Bruce, depu- 
ty fire commissioner, who investiga- 
te the ruins after the fire, ‘also 
stated in his evidence that there were 
no traces in the ruins of chinaware, 
brass beds, silverware, copper or tin- 
ware, and that when articles of this 
kind were in a burned building there 
was alWays some traces of them after 
thé fire. Articles of these materials 
were listed in the defendant’s claim 
as being lost in the fire: The house- 
hold effects which defendant had 
stcred in other buildings, almost half 
filled the court room, These were 
gone over carefully by the judge and 
witnéss and were identified as having 
belonged to Bending. 

Up until going to press the trial 
was still on. The evidence for the 
prosecution was all submitted and the 
defence started in early today. It is’ 
thought that the case will be cotm- 
pleted this afternoon and council will 
address the court towards evening.

West May Unite. 
On Railway Rates 


Efforts to have the governments of 
Alberta, Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
combine to appoint a representative 
to watch at Ottawa the interests of 
the three prairie provinces as a result 
of the decision of th Domienion gov- 
rnment in regard to freight rates, 
have been begun, : 

Hon. R. W. Craig, attorney-general! 
in the Manitoba government said that 
steps toward such united action had 
been taken and that a definite under- 
standing would probably be reached, 
“Western Canada has been unfair- 
ly treated,” said J. F, N@wson, chair- 
man of the shippers bureau of the 
Winnipeg board of trade.» “The only 
information we have had is that con- 
tained in newspaper dispatches, but 
judging from them it simply looks as 
if western Canada is losing. what ad- 
vantages it has had under the Crow’s 
Nest Pass agreement, with the ex- 
ception of the rates on grain and 
grain products.” 

He said that the shipping bureau 
would consider the latter carefully 
and would co-operate with western 
governments and organizations in 
whatever action was taken.

Potato Planting 


Cultural, Experime™ts at Lacombe 
Yield Practical INformation 

A series of cultural. experiments 
with potatoes were conducted at the 
experimental -station, Lacombe, Al- 
It.was found that, 
small marketable potatoes or medium 
sized ones, eliher cut. in two or cut to 
leaye two eyeés on the set, produced 
the best results. Sets weighing less 
than one ounce gave poor ylelds, while 
those from one to three ounces were 
the most satisfactory and showed lit- 
tle difference in yields. Where seed 
is expensive two ounce sets planted 
from twelve to eighteen inches Apart 
in the row produces the most’ €corio- 
mical crop. Where Feed is cheap 
thicker ‘planting would’ be _ profitable. 
In these experiments nets” from th 
seed end of the potato produ ihe 
largest yield, Of potatoes planted at 
depths of three, five and seven inches, | 
the deepest planting gave the best re | 
sults. In an excessively wet season 
the shallower planting might be best, 
but there might be some trouble-from 
sunburn. .

The Indians own 6,000,000 acres of 
land and the amount of band funds 
held in trust for them is almost $12, 
000,000. They own livestock worth 
$4,500,000, and personal

There are: 326 schools 
provided by the government for their 
education—day achools, boarding 
schools and industrial schoolse—and 


the average atiendance. at these is 
13,000 pupils out of a possible 16,000 
of school age. About 10,000 Indians 
atill cling to their aboriginal beliefs, 
and of the remainder about half aro 
Protestants and half Roman Catholics, 
says the Industrial and Agricultural 
Progress of Canada, 

While the Indians of Eastern Can- 

ada are engaged In a variety of oc- 
cupations, being in extensive demand 
for hunting, guiding, bushwork, ete., 
the majority of those in the prairie 
provinces follow agriculture almost ex- 
clusively. In 1923 they had 68,456 
acres of Jand under crop, an increase 
of 15,942 acrés over 1922: - ‘On this 
they. produced 1,276,579. bushels of 
grain, ar increase of 631,569 bushels 
over the year before. 
. A very fine example of the Intelli- 
gent encouragement which is being 
Government 
and the progressive work being ac- 
complished through the active and en- 
thusiastic co-operation-of the Indian 
population is given in the case of the 
File Hills Indlan Reserve in Saskat- 
chewan, where wonderful results have 
been achieved. Under the comnis- 
sloner’s policy a portion of the re- 
serve was set aside for’ gtaduates of 
boarding and industrial schools, and 
this was sunveyed into farms of eighty 
acres. Each pupil was given a grant 
of $125 to buy-lumber, ete., for his log 
shack, and a yoke of oxen, harness ana 
plow, to be paid for in four years.

creased prices. 

The ultimate’ result is that 
now, when eggs should be the 
very cheapest, many of the re- 
tail stores are unable to get 
them except from the packing 
houses and the consumer is the 
one that suffers by having to 
pay the increased prices. Con- 
sequently the public is paying 
dearly for a law wheih was in- 
tended for their protection. 

There should be no hardship 
on anyone if the regulations re- 
garding the marketing of eggs 
were lived up to, to the letter. 
The trouble appears to be that 
some people do not want to go 
to what they consider a useless

Extiction of Leproty is Believed to! 


Be Near Realization 
France is seriously and systemati 
cally taking up prenatal care of 
babies; the cry of the world’s lepers 
is being answered in a matiner that 
is slowly bringing about the extinction 
of leprosy; bureaux of venereal dis- 
eases have been established in every 
state and large city im the United 
States; the travelling cinema van has 
done marvels in health propaganda in 
Bermondsey; these and many other 
items fn the present internationally 
co-related campaign for world health 
are presented in the current issue of 
“World Health,” the monthly review 
of the League of Red Cross Societies. 
The article on pre-natal clinics, 
contributed by Prof. A. Couvelaire, 
fs a striking one. Special emphasis 
is laid upon the social as we}! as med- 
ical protection of the expectant 
mother, The work among lepers is 
described in an article emanating from 
the Mission to Lepers, 33 Henrietta 
Street, London, under whose auspices 
the work of improving the condition 
of the leprous bas been going on for 
fifty years. At @ conferenco of leper 
asylum superintendents held at Cal- 
cutta, in 1920, by the mission, the 
medical sub-committee found: 1, that 
_ leprosy was only very slowly contagi- 
ous; 2, that the disease was not direct- 
ly hereditary, and that children of leper 
parents could be saved if segregated 
early. 
William F. Snow, M.D., general 
director of the American Social Hy- 
glene Association, writes of the eight 
main measures taken in the big cam- 
puign to combat venereal-diseases in 
the United States. The emphasis is 
aid upon educative rather than re- 
pressive action.
